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Response to Arguments 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicants' argument that the instant 
invention would not have been obvious over GAST. GAST does not teach non-crystalline form, 
but this would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention. The Examiner 
respectfully requests the Applicants to show the criticality and/or unexpected results of their 
invention, if any. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such thai the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 102 (b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over GAST 1 . GAST teaches 
a hormonal product with an excipient, which embraces applicant's claimed invention. See the 
entire document especially examples 1 and 2, claims, lines 11-19 and lines 31-67 in col. 7. 

Instant claims differ from the reference in claiming a broader scope of non-crystalline 
steroid hormone. The only difference between the instant invention and the prior art is the non- 
crystalline form 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to prepare additional beneficial 
compositions for hormone replace therapy and other estrogen deficiencies. Since GAST teaches 
a crystalline form with excipient vehicles 2 , whereas the instant invention a non-crystalline form 
with an excipient. Where is the criticality? 

Since no unexpected results and/or criticality seen, it would have been prima facie 
obvious to make and/or use non-crystalline form from the teaching of GAST. 

1 United States of America Patent No. 5,858,405. 
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Since the formulation of the elected compound trimegestone with steroid ethinyl estradiol 
is taught by the prior art, it would be obvious to prepare the compositions as presently claimed. 
The term "comprising" in claim 1 allows other ingredients. 

The transitional term "comprising", which is synonymous with "including," "containing," 
or"characterized by," is inclusive or open-ended and does not exclude additional, unrecited 
elements or method steps. See,' e.g., Genentech, Inc. v. Chiron Corp., 112F.3d 495, 501, 42 
USPQ2d 1608, 1613 (Fed. Cir. 1997) ("Comprising" is a term of art used in claim language 
which means that the named elements are essential, but other elements may be added and still 
form a construct within the scope of the claim.); Moleculon Research Corp. v. CBS, Inc., 793 
F.2d 1261, 229 USPQ 805 (Fed. Cir. 1986); In re Baxter, 656 F.2d 679, 686, 210 USPQ 795, 803 
(CCPA 1981); Ex parte Davis, 80 USPQ 448, 450 (Bd. App. 1948) ("comprising" leaves "the 
claim open for the inclusion of unspecified ingredients even in major amounts"). See MPEP 
2111.03.
